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: DOCTOR BLACK AND QUESNEL. 


Tn another column will be found ‘Docter Black’s 
address to the electors of Caribog West, or Ques- 
nel, as that district is now styled. The: Doctor 
js not altogether an untried politician, inasmuch 
as he represented the district of Cariboo West 
in the first session of the Legislative Council. In 
the autumn of 1864 there was a new election, 
when the Doctor was opposed and beaten by Mr. 
Moberly, who sat for the district during the. last 
session, and has now vacated his seat, at the 
call of the Governor, upon the ground of dis- 
qualification arising out of his being in the em- 
ploy of Government. There can be no doubt 
that Mr. Moberly owed his election to the very 
cireamstance which has now unseated him, and 
that the electors of tKe district exhibited a sin- 
gular inconsistency in making the choice they 
did; It will hardly be necessary to allude here 
to Mr. Mobetly’s career as & legislator. We 
can hardly resist. the temptation, however, of 
saying, en passant, that he strongly sopported the 
monstrous Wagon Tire Extension Bill, and pro- 
posed an additional road toll of one cent a pound, 
to be collected upon all goods leaving Quesnel- 
mouth, Had he succeeded in. carrying these 

. measures the people who sent him to the House 
would have been punished, and perhaps justly 80, 
for their foolish choice. Upon all other questions 
Mr. Moberly kept his seat until he saw upon 
which side the leading Government members 
voted, and then he voted ditto. As, however, it 
ig not with Mr. Moberly that we have now to do, 
we will dismiss that gentleman, and give a little 
attention to the new candidate, or rather the 
old one back again. So far as Doctor Black’s 
career in the Legislature during the first session 
is concerned we had. occasion to give him our 
opposition at the time, chiefly upon the ground 
that he seperate to ignore every other interest, 
and know no other locality but the particular dis- 
trict he represented. Not content with the 
large items set down in the estimates for the 
constraction of the Alexandria and Cottonwood 
roads, he voted for, and with the assistance, of 
Mr. Orr, and several other members, succeeded 
in carrying large additional appropriations. He 

“also strenuously advocated appropriations for the 
construction of branch roads into the Horse-Fly 
country. Indeed such was his greed that we 
charged him at the time with a depire to expend 
the whole revenue of the country in his own 
district. “Under these circumstances the rejec- 
tion of Doctor Black at the second election cer- 
tainly appeared alike ungrateful and inexplicable. 
Personal differences, and. strong disapprobation 
of a desire to monopolize undaly the revenue of 
the Colony for his: gwn district'could not, how- 
ever, prevent our admiring the thoroughly inde- 
pendent course which the Doctor pursued, as 
well as the ability he displayed while in the 
House. But,-to come to the present contest, we 
invite attention to the address, fora few moments. 
Upon the question. of retrenchment the Doctor 
goes far enough to suit the most ultra. Even 
“ Argus” could hardly beat the second clause. 
So far as the Chinese tax Is concerned, the Doc- 
tor would seem to be “ posted,” to use local- 
ism ; and itis not improbable that, with the 
great latitude now given to Colonial legislation, 
the Governor will return with power to impose 
a tax which would haye been anconstitational 
some months ago. Should such not be the case, 
however, unquestionably the true alternative 
will be to make it absolutely compulsory for min- 
ers to take out licerices. We can’t say that we. 
altogether like the way in-which the question of 
Union is treated, and we confess to some mis 
giving ‘as to the Doctor’s soundness upon this 
point. Yet there is not much danger to be ap- 
prehended, inasmuch as, even should the Doctor 
lend himself to tho foolish ery raised by Victoria 
politicians in one of our mining camps, he would 

: be powerless for evil in a House so thoroughly 
anti-union in its composition.

~ JMPERIAL AND COLONIAL LEGISLATION, 


In looking over “a late number of the Toronto 
Globe we have come across a couple of Imperial 
Acts, passed during tlfe last session of Parlia- | 
ment, and which possess considerable \nterest 
to colonists. The first of these Acts is designed 
to remove certain doubts respecting the validity | 
of divers- laws enacted, or purporting to have | 
been enacted, by the Legislatares of certain of | 
hier Majesty’s Colonies, and defining the powers | 
of sach Legislatures. In the absence of room | 
for the Act itself, let it suffice to say that it pre- | 
vides that no colonial law sliall be void for rn | 
pugnancy to the law of England, unless it, is | 
inconsistent with an Imperiat Act intended by: 
Parliament to extend tothe Colony in which soch 
jaw is passed, nor because it is at variance with | 
the Governor's instructions, It also establishes 
the power of Colonial Legislatures to regulate 
the Administration of Justice, on which doubts 
had been thrown, and the power of every repre- 
sentative Legislatare to alter its own constitn- | 
tion. The terms “representative Legislature” 
are defined to-signify any Colonial 





ecislatare | 
which shall comprise’a legislative body of which 

one-half are elected by the inhabitants of the | 
Colony, so-that it will be seen that our own 80- | 
called ‘Legislative Council would, as as present 
constituted, be excluded from the operations of | 
this Act. The last clause in the Act is a special | 
one for the purpose of removing doubts respect- 





-.ing the validity of certain Acts passed by the 


Legislature of Sonth Anstralia. The second of | 
these Acts is passed for.the purpose of removing | 
doubts respecting the effect of a Colonial law | 
désigned to give retrospective validity to mar- | 
tigges already informally solemnized in any of | 
her Majesty's Colonies. The first of these acts | 


‘concedes’ to colonists a.powef which has hither- 


to been beld with a jealous and unrelenting 
grasp—elutched as the miser elntches his gold— 
by the Imperial Government. To invest Col- 
onial Legislatures with the power to,alter their 
own constitation is a stride in the march. of lib- | 
era) principles which a few years ago would not | 


have been dreamed of. If there is. one thing 


‘more prominent than another in the past Colonial | 


policy of Great Britain it is this, that the Colo- 
nists have always had to wring by piecemeal | 
from the niggard hand of the Secretary of State | 
what little power has been doled opt to them. | 
They fave had to agitate, petition, and in’ some | 
instanees ngthing less than the roar of the can- | 
non and clash of arms in rebellion would suflice 
to awaken the British Lion toa sense ‘of com-| 
mon duty. In our.own case did it not take six 
long, weary years of agitation and petitioning | 
in order to get the modicum of power we now | 





enterprise and ambition been crushed, and the.| 
progress of almost every Colony. under British 
rule retarded by this dribbling flow of justice 
from the Colonial Office ? Great Britain would, 
however, appear to have got bravely over that 
now. < have read with pleasure several ar- 
ticles which have recently appeared in the Times, 


- that great barometer of public opinion, whieh 


show: very clearly the wonderful revolution that 
has taken place in the Colonial policy of Great 
Britain. In an Yrticle npon the termination of 
the-unfortunate war in New Zealand, the follow- 
ing passage occurs :—‘‘ We make no great sacri- 
“fice in giving up the unenviable privilege of 
“ regulating from Downing street affairs which it 
“is impossible for us to understand ; and, with- 
“out forming any exaggerated estimate of those 
“on whom we devolve this difficalt and respon- 


“sible duty, we have sufficient ‘confidence 
“in local knowledge and free discussion 


“in the Assembly and the press to believe that 
“our colonists will be found capable of managing 


|“ the affairs of their aboriginal neighbors,mach 


“ better than ourselves.’ Just so. And is the 
principle not susceptible of more extended ap- 
plication? If colonists know best how to man- 
age matters relating to “their aboriginal neigh- 
bors,” because they are on the spot, and, conse- 
quently familiar with them, is it not equally true 
of all other local questions? Do they not; in 
fact, know best how to manage their own ‘affairs 
generally? This has just been the grand mistake 
in the Colonial policy of Great Britain. Success 
has undoubtedly attended. her system of colo- 
nization. But, how'much greater would have 
been that success had not the energy: of her 
colonists been strangled by the jobbery, incom- 
petency and red-tape of the Colonial office? The 
idea that by circamnavigating the globe to 
found a Colony, and “hew out” a new home for 
himself and his posterity, the British subject rend- 
ers himself less capable of self government than 
those who remain at home sucking their thambs 
—who haven't the plack to leave home—is ® 
theory which is a disgrace to those who appear 
to have acted upon it. ey
